As early as the year 1778 in the | 
counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, Eng- 
land, there were whole dairies of Red 
Polled cattle. The breed: was then uni- 
versally polled—that is, without barns | 
—and at about that time a number of, 
men furming iu those counties whose 
farms were near together co-operated 
to improve their Red Polls by careful 
selection, writes P. G. Hendersun in 
the Breeder’s Gazette. . 

The year 1846 may bé taken as the 
date from which the Norfolk and Suf- 
| folk Red Polls merged into each other, 
and it was ut this time that the East 
Norfolk Agricultural association estab- 
| lished classes for Norfolk Polled cat- 
tle. 
| The first importation of these red 
! and hornless milk and meat producers || 
was made to the United States in 1873, 
| consisting of one bull and three cows.
